From Abroad 


In Bank Of Canada Vaults 


Gold coin and bullion is reported 
flowing into Ottawa from abroad to 
be stored in the vaults of the Bank, 
of Canada and it is said more than 
$100,000,000 worth has been stored 
during the past few months in the 
new building on Wellington street, 
west of the Parliament buildings. 

Great secrecy shrouds the move- 
ment of the previous metal. Police 
guards meet it at the train and the 
express boxes are rushed in armored 
cars to the safety of the bank vaults. 
The reason for the importation re-| 
mains a mystery; Bank officials will 
not comment on any aspect of the 
movement although it has been es- 
tablished the importations have been 
going on and may continue for some 
time. 

Some monetary experts on Parlia- 
ment Hill believe the gold is being 
sent to Canada so it will be readily) 
available for the purchase of muni- 
tions in the United States should Bri- 
tain be involved in war. 

Other experts contend the gold is 
being stored with the Bank of Can- 
ada by the Bank of England for safe- 
keeping, due to the unsettled state 
of Europe and the danger of retain-) 
ing a large gold supply in London 
should a conflict break out.

Speaking at Blackpool, says the 
Toronto Telegram, Sir Samuel Hoare 
put his finger on the main cause of 
Britain's present troubles. ‘“Rearma- 
ment should have started sooner,” he, 
said. “Looking back, we can now 
say that if the needs of rearmament 
had been faced two years earlier, 
there would never have been the dis- 
turbing events of the 
crisis.”

A Word To Women About Cancer 


Nearly everyone has had during 
life some sort of growth or tumour; 
it may have been only a wart which 
may appear on any part of the body. 
Most growths are harmless. Many 
never need removal. Some even of 
insignificant beginnings are danger- 
ous. It is of the highest importance 
to determine the true character of 
every growth or tumour, whether 
great or small, whose existence is 
known or suspected. 


What are Tumours? Elsewhere in 


| these articles on cancer it has been 


pointed out that the body is com- 
posed of countless millions of cells 
and that a tumour is a group of cells 
which grows independently of the 
rest of the tissues and serves no use- 
ful purpose. As a rule tumours grow 
from unhealthy tissue, a tissue per- 
haps which has been inflamed, irri- 
or 
weather. A few forms of tumour 
show a hereditary tendency. Most 
tumours show no hereditary trace 
Some persons seem to be 
more susceptible to tumours than 
others. This is not an unusual cir- 
cumstance. Some persons take colds 
or other affections more readily than 
others. Tuberculosis, for example, 
spreads more readily in some families 
than others, but tuberculosis is no 
longer considered an hereditary dis- 
ease. 

Women are peculiarly liable to 
tumours in the breast and uterus. 
These tumours occur usually after 35 
years of age, occasionally earlier. 
Many of the tumours of women are 
simple and without danger.

WHEAT FARMER 
IN BEST POSITION 
FOR EIGHT EARS 


Ottawa, —- The Canadian wheat) 
farmer continues in the strongest 
position in eight years despite a de-| 
elining wheat market that has seen 
the May future crash as much as 10 
cents a bushel on the Winnipeg Grain, 
Exchange, government agricultural 
authorities and western members of 
parliament agree. 

With only 36,000,000 bushels of! 
Canadian wheat in store and the 
possibility of a iarge crop, wheat ex- 
perts contended if the farmer gets, 
75 cents to $1 a bushel for this year’s) 
erop there will be quick stimulus for) 
the economic rehabilitation of the 
prairics. 


Government officials and western) 
Members were not alarmed at the) 
wheat market decline, which ap- 
peared to have been stopped when) 
futures rallicd on the Winnipeg ex- 
change. 

It was pointed out the downward 
trend of prices was produced largely 
by good crop prospects throughout 
North American wheat belts and eas-| 
ing of the political tension in Europe, 
which induced selling. 

The agriculture branch of the 
Dominion bureau of statistics said 
reports indicated a large world wheat 
production this year. There was @ 
three per cent. increase in world 
wheat acreage. | 


The United States wheat market 
has touched new seasonal lows and 
the forecast of the crop now stands 
about 1,114,000,000 bushels. There 
has been considerable moisture in 
Argentina and a 91,000,000-bushel 
exportable surplus is predicted. Last 
year it was 67,000,000 bushels. 

Production will be increased in 
Brazil and France will produce more 
wheat than any year since 1934, pos- 
sibly about 316,000,000 bushels. Rus- 
sia and India recently have become 
sellers and it is believed crop pros- 
pects in both countries are above 


average. 

It is not believed much of the 
Canadian wheat in store is held in 
bond for shipment to the United 


Kingdom and foreign buyers. 

Even should the price decline con- 
tinue, most authorities here are 
optimistic about the economic pros- 
pects of the wheat farmer. They 
point out low stocks now in Canada 
will have to be replenished by this 
year’s crop and that the business 
accruing to the railways and other 
agencies in the movement of a large 
crop to seaboard would assist the 
west indirectly. 

If the price holds, the prospect is 
seen of great government saving 
through decreasing relief rolls, par- 
ticularly in Saskatchewan, where | 
millions of dollars have been spent 


during the eight-year drouth on 
assisting unemployed and dry-area 
farmers. 


Both E. E. Perley (Cons., Qu’Ap- 
pelle) and Gordon Ross (Lib., Moose 
Jaw), gave glowing accounts of 
western crop conditions and were 
two of the most enthusiastic mem- 
bers in the house concerning the out- 
look.

British Freighter Bombed

turer, would undertake large scale 
production of aeroplane bodies in his 
immense factories.

Northern Highway 


Plan To Link Prince Albert With 
Lac la Ronge 

Dream of a highway traffic artery 
extending northward from Prince 
Albert, to tap the very heart of 
northern Saskatchewan's richly min- 
eralized areas, comes closer to being 
a reality. ; 

In keeping with promises made by 
the provincial government that roads 
would be built into the province’s 
mineral areas, a party of engineers 
passed through Prince Albert re- 
cently on their way to Montreal 
Lake. This party will immediately 
commence surveying the highway 
linking the northern terminus of 
Waskesiu-Montreal Lake highway, 


| completed last year, with the south- 


ern end of Lac la Ronge. 

Completion of the third link in the 
roadway which pushes back north- 
land barriers, will give the province 
immediate access to the parklands 
and mineralized areas to a penctra- 
tion of approximately 150 miles from 
Prince Albert. 

The first link of the highway from 
Prince Albert to Waskesiu gives 
access to the Prince Albert National 
Park, and the second link, on to 
Montreal Lake, provides another step 
toward realization of a proposed 
northward road which may event- 
ually reach into the northernmost 
section of the province. 

While the stretch from Montreal 
Lake to Lac la Ronge is lengthier 
than the section completed last year 
from Waskesiu to Montreal Lake, a 
reconnaissance survey made last fall 


| revealed the road could be construct- 


ed with less difficulty than was met 


|in the construction of the 20-mile 


stretch from Waskesiu to Montreal 
Lake. 

The new link, in addition to pro- 
viding an important traffic artery for 
business purposes, will extend the 
scope for travel for tourists who 
visit Prince Albert National Park. 

It will permit tourists to travel 


| into country little known to the aver-

An Amazing Change 


Population Of The World Increasing 
At A Rapid Rate 

All the information available in- 
dicates that until the latest moment 
of cosmic time the growth of the en- 
tire human population has been in- 
finitesimally slow. At the beginning 
of the 19th century there was an 
aggregate of about 750 million peo- 
ple in the world. 

Allowing a span of one million 
years for man’s previous existence, it 
appears that the average net in- 
crease of the entire human species 
up to that time was only about 750 a 
year. Admitting that this is a rather 
extreme use of the simple arithme- 
tical average, it, nevertheless, re- 
mains clear that the population of 
the world up to a century and a half 
ago was much more nearly station- 
ary than we are inclined to suppose. 

And then suddenly something hap- 
pened. From the 750 million total of 
1800, the population of the world 
sprang to nearly 1,700 million in 
1900, It stands at about two billion 
to-day. In brief, during the nine- 
teenth century humanity added much 
more to its total volume than it had 
been able to pile up during the pre- 
vious million years, and in 150 years 
it nearly trebled the number, 

These are the most amazing fig- 
ures in the whole gallery of statis- 
tical pictures, Their essential sig- 
nificance is actually incompre- 
hensible. We are blind to it only be- 
cause the habituation of our own ‘in- 
dividual lifetimes causes us to re- 
gard as “natural” or “normal” that 
which is really absolutely unique in 
human experience.

Any money a bank pays— 
taxes, wages or other costs—can 
come only from the bank’s re- 
sourees—and must be paid in 
cash, No magic can produce it, 

Banking is not all sunshine. 
It has its cloudy aspects too, 
Banks must stand ready to pay 
their creditors—the depositors 
and note-holders a hundred 
cents on the dollar: but banks 
unfortunately cannot always 
collect a hundred cents on the 
dollar! ‘They have losses, in- 
evitably, and must set aside 
substantial sums to meet them. 

A bank must keep itself in 
such a cash position as to be 
able to pay you your deposit 
whenever you see fit to with- 
draw it. 

Chartered banks are required 
by law to lodge with the Bank 
of Canada, or hold in Bank of 
Canada notes, five per cent. of 
their depositors’ funds: but, in 
practice, they always carry 
about twice that percentage. 
Deposits with and notes of the 
Bank of Canada earn no inter- 
est for the chartered banks, 

It is necessary also to keep 
a further amount in short term 
investments readily convertible 
into cash, The yield on such 
investments is low, firstly, be- 
cause ‘Treasury Bills and other 
short term securities mature at 
short date; secondly, because— 
banks having no monopoly of 
money or credit ~~ cash reserves 
of many industrial concerns 
compete for this type of in- 
vestment, 


When business falls off or 
prices slump, businessmen bor- 
row less money. A given vol- 
ume of business is handled on 
less money, too. It would take 


the price is $1.00 a bushel. 

When ordinary loans are not 
in demand, money, instead of 
lying idle in the banks, finds in- 
vestment in Government bonds. 
These earn substantially less 
than ordinary loans. 

Very obviously bankers would 
prefer commercial loans. 

Money invested in Govern- 
ment bonds is, however, just as 
much a loan for the Govern- 
ment’s purposes as a loan to a 
farmer is a credit for his pur- 
noses. In 1937 the average of 
ori loans and “investments 
combined was $2,158,000,000; 
in 1929, $1.841,000,000, 

Thus bank credit in Canada 
was actually greater in 1937 by 
$317,000,000 “than in the same 
pe sriod of 1929, the boom year. 

As with credit, so with cash, 
As of October, 1937, over 
$17,000,000 more in bank notes 
were in the hands of the public 
than in October of the 
year 1929, 

A word with you about divi- 
dends. 

The Bank Act fixes the par 
value of bank shares at $100. 
The average price paid to 
banks by the share sholders when 
shares were issued was $165 per 
share, Of this, $100 has gone 
to Capital Account, and $65 
has been placed in Reserve. 

Over many years undivided 
profits, now amounting to $31 
ver share, have been left in the 
susiness by shareholders and 
added to reserve, for the greater 
security of depositors and note- 
holders, 

The average shareholder's in- 
vestment in Canada’s chartered 
banks now, therefore, amounts
